Appeal Brief arguments have not been clearly provided as each grounds of rejction 
must be treated under a separate heading in accordance with 37 CFR 41.37(c )(1)(vii). The Claims appendix includes 
canceled claim 34, but at pages 1,4 and 18 of the Appeal Brief, claim 34, is listed as being rejected..
